It was a smashing victory. When it was over, the %mj 
of 40,000 had been reduced to little over 1,200, its commander 
dying of wounds received in the fighting. The battle in the Saxon 
countryside began inauspiciously, when the Saxon Army, including 
most of the English cavalry, was routed by Pappenheim's hussars, 
and ignobly fled the field.
